Verdict in the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court in a Suit of Loag Standing. 
Boston, Mass., May 29.— [Special. — The case 

of Peck vs. Richards, which has been on trial 
for twenty days in the Supreme Court, was de- 
cided in favor of Peck today, the jury bemg 
out twenty-four hours. It has attracted great 
attention throughout New England on account 
of the stubborn fight of both sides in this and 
the two preceding trials, as well as by the high 
character of the contestants. The plaintitk, 
Alonzo D. Peck, brings the action in his repre- 
sentative capacity ag executor of the estate 
of John T. Dingley and Calvin A. Rich- 
ards. The defendant was claimed to 
be liable as the surviving partner of the firm 
of C. A. Richards & Co., and also of the firm of 
James Dingley & Co. The case has been pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court for a number of 
years, and was first tried before Judge Lord, 
resulting in a disagreement by the jury. Abou 
a year ago it was again tried, and the jury 
found in favor of the plaintiff, 
subsequently Judge Alen set ver- 
dict aside ordered a new trial.

POWDER-WORKS BURNED. 

Derver, Colo, May 29.—/Special.}—The 
main building of the Hazard Powder Compa- 
ny’s works, located half a mile from Peters- 
burg and about six miles up the Platte from 
Denver, was totally destroyed by fire. The 


conflagration broke out at 12:20 p. m. during a 


heavy thunder-shower. The building was a 
two-story brick and was purchased a few 
months ago. The works have not been run- 
ning for some time, and only a watchman is 
employed around the premises. The building 
contained an acid tank, which cost $8,000, and 
machinery for powder-making. The total loss 
will reach about $20,000; which is partially cov- 
ered with insurance.

THE CHINESE-LABOR CANDIDATES. 

The Inter-Ocean’s poor attempt to explain 
away President Arthur’s hostility to and veto 
of the original anti-Chinese bill would better 
not have been made. The first bill, which 
passed Congress by large majorities in both 
Houses, was introduced after mature con- 
sideration by the Senaters and Representa- 
tives from the Pacific States. It was exactly 
in the form desired by the people of those 
States without distinction of party, and it 
was approved by all true friends of American 
labor and those who believed that unrestrict- 
ed cooly immigration was an evil and a 
wrong. The objections to this immigration 
were forcibly stated by Mr. Blaine in a speech 
delivered in the United States Senate Feb. 
13, 1879. He then said: 


In a Republic especially, in any Government 
that maintains itself, the unity of order and of 
administration is in the family. The immi- 

te that come to us from all portions of the 
ritish Islands, from Germany, frum Sweden, 
from Norway, from Denmark, from France, 
from Spain, from Italy, come here with the 
family as much engraven on minds, and 
in their customs, and in their habits as we have 
it.

Nor is it true that the feeling of working- 
men on the Chinese question is confined to 
the Pacific States. It is active in all the 
States where the trades-unions are influen- 
tial. Garfield lost New Jersey because the 
Morey forgery alienated from him thousands 
of workingmen in that State who could not 
be convinced until too late that he was not 
responsible for the sentiments expressed 
therein. Blaine would need no vindication 
on this point, and he would carry New Jersey 
by a good majority. Connecticut. and even

BUTLER AS A CANDIDATE, 

There isa bull loose in the Democratic 
china-shop. His name is Benjamin F. But- 
ler, better known as Old Spoons.” He is 
on his way to the Democratic National Con- 
vention, which meets in Chicago in the dog- 
days, but he stops at different places long 
enough to pick up a few Presidential nomi- 
nations at the various points. While some 
men are striving with all their might and 
main to secure a single nomination, Butler 
will have half a dozen. He will be the 
nominee of the Anti-Monopolists, the Green- 
backers, the Labor-Union party, the Prohi- 


bitionists, the Woman-Suffragists, and per- 


haps some other political sideshows. He 
will be the most nominated man in America. 
Wearing all the insignia of these manifold 
honors, and all the cqntradictions 
of the conflicting platforms, he will come to 
the Democratic Convention as the leader of 
the Massachusetts delegation, and he will 
flaunt his capacity for mischief in the faces 
of the Democratic managers. His bid 
for the Democratic nomination will 
be a menace. It may not succeed, 
but Butler will then de free to 
do all the havoc he can as the candidate of 
various conventions of cranks and reform- 
ers.” If Butler be the common choice of the 
Prohibitionists, Greenbackers, Communists, 
and pretty much all the other independent 
movements, then all the followers of these 
various false prophets will probably agree 
upon and vote for a combination Electoral 
ticket, and there will be a better chance for 
him to poll a considerable popular vote than 
any of the third-party“ candidates have 
had in the past. 

Of course, there is no telling what the 
Democrats may ormay not do. They have 
shown themselves so erratic in their party 
movements during the last twenty ‘years that 
no action of theirs would surprise the country 
very much. At the same time it is difficult 
to believe that the Democrats would consent 
under any conditions to make Ben Butler 
their regular party candidate for President. 
His nomination would disgust and alienate 
the Northern Democrats who retain any re- 
‘spect for their party or any confidence 
that it still has a mission in politics. 
It would be followed in the South, we 
should think, by an organized bolt and 
the nomination of another Democratic ticket, 
just as one faction of the Democracts ran 
Douglas and another faction ran Breckinridge 
in 1860. No man who took parton the Union 
side in the War of the Rebellion aroused 
such bitter, relentless, and personal hostility 
as Butler. The Confederates have extended 
a sort of amnesty to nearly all the other 
Union Generals, but they have never for- 
given Butler. The Democrats of the South 
would probably vote for the Devil as Presi- 
dent if his Bourbonic Majesty could material- 
ize for the campaign, and they would not re- 
volt against any ordinary inconsistency 
which should promise to restore the Demo- 
cratic party to power. But we do not believe 
they would accept Butler. In that case But- 
ler’s series of preliminary nominations will 
not avail him in the Democratic Convention. 
But he will be on hand to make trouble. He 
will be in a position to trade and dicker, and 
if his claims be not recognized to his satisfac- 
tion he will go forth in his war-paint and use 
his tomahawk freely. 

There is one way in which the Democrats 
might possibly utilize Butler's nomination 
without mortally offending the South. They 
might select a Vice-President who would to 
some extent coneiliate the Bourbons.’ Chi- 
cago has just the man for the business. He 
has all the demagogical instincts of Butler 
himself, will be able to straddle over just as 
many platforms, and will contribute to the 
sensationalism of a campaign led by Butler.

The Wall Street Bank failed in August, 
1888, in consequence of losses incurred by 
the overcertification of the checks of a Wall 


street firm of speculators in violation of the 


National-Banking law: The teller of the 
bank was at first indicted for disregarding 
the law, but to their credit be it said the 
courts suspended action in his case pending 
proceedings to ascertain the relations of 
the principal officers of the bank to the of- 
fense. As to the latter, United States Com- 
missioner Griffiths has just rendered a decis- 
ion holding the President, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, and the Casliier of the bank for trial. 
The Commissioner does not undertake to say 
who are the responsible parties. He very 


sensibly says that whoever caused the viola- | § 


tion of the law is the guilty one, and that the 
whole blame shall not, so far as he is con- 
cerned, be permitted to fall on the clerk who 
did the act if it shall be proved that he sim- | 
ply obeyed instructions from superior officers. 

When Congress amended the law against 
overcertification in 1882 the banks in the 
metropolis who were addicted to the forbid- 
den practice at once, by the advice of counsel, 
invented a new name for the old sin in the 
belief that thereby they might pursue their 
criminal course without any danger of pun- 
ishment. The thing against which the law 
was directed had been called overcertify 
ing checks; these banks at once abandoned 
the practice of certifying, but betook them- 
selves to what amounted practically to the 
same thing under the name of accepting 
checks. Part of the defense of the officers 
of the Wall Street Bank was that this ac- 
cepting of checks was not the offense forbid- 
den by the statute. Commissioner Griffiths, 
while acknowledging that certifying and ac- 
cepting checks were not technically the same 
thing, held that the latter was more obnox- 
ious in the eye of the law than the former, 
and refused to consider the change of name 
and procedure any mitigation of the meth- 
ods by which.the safety of the bank and its 
depositors was endangered. 

In its amended shape the law forbids over- 
certification and any device to evade this pro- 
hibition. The latter is made a misdemeanor 
equally with the former. The facts are in- | 
disputable, says the Commissioner, that the 
mode of accepting checks in lieu of certitying 
them was adopted as a means of avoiding 
the penalties for overcertification. One of | 
the interesting spectacles of the hearing be- 
fore Commissioner Griffiths was the appear- 
ance of a distinguished member of the bar as 
a witness on whose opinions the defendants 
had acted.

Reading Employes Receive Scrip for 
Their Wages. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 29,—[Special.}— 
The paymaster of the Reading Railroad Com- 
pany arrived in the coal-regions today with a 
car-load of the company's scrip for 3,000 em- 
ployés. None but the miners have received a 
penny of money for their April wages, the other 
employés being paid in scrip marked *‘ payable 
in June,“ and bearing the current rate of in- 
terest in the meantime. The hope that this 
scrip, being a first lien on the personal proper- 
ty of the company and bearing fair interest, 
would make it worth par in the mar- 
ket has not been realized, and quanti- 
ties of the scrip are now being hawked 
about money-shavers’ offices in Third street 
for cashing at 10 per cent discount and up- 
ward. In this way a very serious loss has been 
imposed on the rallroaders. The salaries of 
conductors and engineers average $80 and $70 
per month each. men generally find them- 
selves in debt for varying amounts each month 
tothe tradesmen who supply them. While 
these tradesmen would have taken the face of 
their credits in the company’s scrip without 
demur, they could not afford to pay 
the balance of a debtor's month's 
wages in cash. Hence the conductor or 
engineer who wants to pay bis monthly debts 
is forced to have recourse tp money-ienders, 
and they accommodate him by cashing his 
scrip at 10 per cent or more discount. 

The twin Reading Railroad and Coal & Iron 
Companies have notified their 8,000 employés 
that the June payment of wages to all classes 
of employés will be made in scrip.

The leading produce markets were less active yes- 
terday and very uneven. Wheat was firm, and most 
other articles weaker, especially provisions. The one 
great feature of the day's trading the changing 
over of stuf from June to July aod wanting to 
do it. Bxeept in wheat all eise was subordinate to 
this, the pecuniary phase, and it especially im- 
portant, as yesterday was the last business-day of 
the month, the board having adjourned over till 
Monday. The differences widened asthe seasion 
progressed, as much as ie in w Zac in 
corn, ne in lard, and & 6 above 20c in 
meats eine paid to carry ‘through the 
month of June, while there was scarcely 
a shade of premium in case of 
pork. With all this it seemed that there was a good 
deal of stuff left unplaced at the bse of trading, 
and as a result the deliverics of Monday may be ex- 
pected to be unusually large. Several Cases were 
reported in which individuals used their own bank 
accounts for the purpose of carrying smali quanti- 
ties, the premiums paid being a large inducément, 
and this helped to make the thing all the less pos- 
sible to parties who make a busi of carrying 
by cutting off the rivulets which g up 
large part ot che stream of what is often called 
floating capital. Later 3c was paid in wheat, and 
Ne was bid in lard, for the relief of carrying from 
June into July. 

Provisions were more active and weaker, except 
that meats were steady, though quoted 6d lower in 
Liverpool, They (meats) closed abeut the same 
as Wednesday afternoon, at 88.47% bid for July 
short ribs, and $8.60 for August do, with about 
$8.30 for June. ‘There was a fair volume of trading 
in the article, though pork led in activity as it did 
in weakness. It opened with offers to sell at $19.75 
by a leading house and no takers. The price was 
gradually reduced to $17.25 before anything of con- 
sequence was done, and at that figure John Will- 
iams changed a lot over from June into July. Sub- 
sequentiy the price weakened to $18.87 on the 
rumor that the shorts were nearly all filled, a 
round lot of 2,000 Obris having been 
cleared out of the way privately Wednesday after- 
noon. But it reacted to $19.20 bid at the close, 
with a sale of 1,000 bris at $19.00 on the way up. 
June was practically the same as July all day, but 
August wavered badly from about even to a dis- 
count of about 300. Year pork sold 26c lower, at 
$13.75. Considerable quantities of lard were sold 
early in the day on New York orders; and after that 
little was done except in the way of changes from 
June to July, mostly at Ae premium on the lat- 
ter, which closed at 8.276. with August at laue 
premium, being 10c below the latest prices of Fri- 
day. In the afternoon there was a livelier trade in 
lard at be advance, while pork sold up to $19.20 for 
June and $19.25 for July or August. Ribs were firmer. 
It is estimated that the stock of pork will be 
stated next Tuesday to be about 150,000 bris, being 
80,000 bris less than a month ago, that lard will 
show a slight decrease and meats a considerable 
increase ever the quantities in stock a month ago. 

The settlement price for overplus lard delivera- 
ble on June contracts has been fixed at $8.10. 

Flour was quiet and unchanged. There were no 
features in the market. The coarse milistuffs 
were easier, bran selling as low as $10.00 per ton. 

Wheat averaged firm, though unsettied. July 
sold np Ie, fell back 1ige (to gie), and closed at 1 
o'clock at 91}¢c bid, being e above the latest price 
of Wednesday. August closed ele higher, and 
June Ne lower, the differences widening as above 
noted. London reported a better tone, and thus 
caused early firmness, as local shorts wanted to 
get even before the holidays, but Clapp, Hobbs, 
Comstock, Spence, Trego, Gaylord, and one or two 
others started in to unload, and thus sent the mar- 
ket down to ie. It reacted on news that 8t. 
Louis bad advanced e because of unfavorable re- 
ports from the winter-wheat areas with direct re- 
ports here of frost and ice one-eighth of an inch 
thick in Ohio. This started & demand by 
Roche and several provision men, while New York 
sent some buying orders, and the parties above 
named turned in as buyers.

buyers seem afraid to touch it, and a rapid accu- 
mulation of stocks is the result. Local dealers are 
refusing to buy a pound, handling it on commission 
only, and the demand from all sources is strictly in 
accordance with the necessities of current trade. 
The season thus far has been remarkably favora- 
bie to a large product, the pasturage everywhere 
being excellent and the fow of milk simply enor- 
mous, and dealers entertain the opinion that the 
average of prices for the season of 1884 will be the 
lowest known for many years. 

All statements to the contrary notwithstanding, 
the whisky pool still continues to exist, although 
it Came very near disbandment on account of the 
backwardness of one megiber in paying up his as- 
sessments. The price continues as before, the 
market being firm on the basis of $1.12 for un- 
finished goods. 

Hay was steady. Eggs were active and un- 
changed. Poultry was firm. Potatoes were dull 
und easy for old stock and in moderate request for 
new. Green fruite were active and firm. Broom- 
corn was steady, and hides quiet and unchanged. 
Tallow was easy, and woo! quiet at quotations. 

The receipts of contract corn in Chicago thus far 
this week foot up 199 cars or about 100,000 bu. The 
withdrawals of the same grades from store in the 
same time foot up 731,700 ba. The difference is 
fully one-sixth of the quantity of contract corn 
that was in store here at the close of last week. 
Those who have been. alarmed over the supposed 
stagnation of No.2 corn in store may now revise 
their estimates of the situation. We note that the 
percentage of cohtract corn in the total receipts 
was about 50 a year ago, while now it is scarcely 20. 

Some of the knowing ¢ now estimate that 
there are yet pork shorts Out for not far from 200,- 
000 bris, chiefly scattered ng a crowd which is 
led by a party named Jones. They also say that 
the settlement of shorts up to date has involved a 
loss of nearly $200,000 to a very few men who are 
abundantly able to bear the loss, and one of whom 
has been more than once associated in a wheat 
venture with the leading long in this case. 

Counting only the same number of points as then, 
the total quantity of wheat in sight (visible supply 
and ocean passage) is about 8,500,000 bu less now 
than it was a year ago. 

The Grand Trunk Railroad reported yesterday 
the receipt of 233,320 ibs flaxseed in this city. It 
is in order to inquire where it came from. Are 
yre receiving flaxseed from British India? 

A Washington telegram says that the forthcom- 
ing agricultural report will show an improvement 
of 4 per cent in winter wheat and 6 per cent in 
spring wheat over the statement made for May. 

There is reason to believe that both grain and 
provisions have been offered to export buyers at 
very low rates compared with market quotations 
this week. Unfortunately, the people of other 
places want money too, and have done the same 
thing. Hence foreign buyers have been discour- 
aged by a big lot of offerings, and i is a wonder 
that they have not lowered their quotations to a 
greater extent than has been reported. 

lt is now proposed to make summer pork res- 
ular, beginning with next November. That would 
not help a present difficulty, and the unfortunates 
might not want to buy the article next year. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad is ex- 
pected to carry 15,000,000 bu corn out of Kansas 
within the next sixty days. [fis should all come 
this way, and money remain as tight as now, it 
might be deemed advisable to put the Chicago corn 
pit into the hands of a Receiver They say that 
the country has sold a great deal of corn to be de- 
livered here this summer.
